AS ALLIED ARMIES prepare to assault the Siegfried Line, Nazi sup­ 
plies and reinforcements stream forward in strength—for this for­ 
midable defense system is Germany’s last hope. If the barrier is 
broken quickly, Hitler s armies, deficient in motorized equipment and 
armor, can be rolled back from the Line before they can reorganize 
and dig into holding positions. The Line, running from the Swiss 
frontier almost to the Rhine river at the German-Holland border is a 
series of connected defense zones that vary in strength and depth at 
different points. These areas are indicated by number on the map 
above. (The general construction of the Line is indicated in the illus­ 
tration ) Further supplementing the defense are natural barriers. To 
the north, in Holland, where the line is said to be weak (shaded), any 
attempt to flank it would be a hazardous operation. The country is 
flat, low, and1 criss-crossed by numerous rivers and c.*nals presenting 


prodigious supply problems to an attacking army. Further south, and 
close to the Swiss border, are mountain ranges that could seriodsly 
impede rapid Allied advances. At its strongest point—opposite the 
Metz Gap— the Line is estimated to be 15 to 18 miles deep In other 
sectors It is but eight miles deep.^Allied officers believe that the pill­ 
boxes and blockhouses cannot accommodate modem anti-tank guns 
but employ machine guns and the 37-mm. anti-tank gun. foremast 
weapon^n the field at the time the Line was constructed. Reports 
from the front say there are 40 pillboxes In every 1,000 yards and 
that each is manned by IO men and are 35 to 45 feet square and 20 
feet high Sunk six feet into the ground they are covered with soil 
that has thickly overgrown, giving them excellent camouflage. Behind 
these fortifications are field positions where batteries can fire on the 
approaches to the main defensive zones or on the Line itself should 
it be breached by the attacking Allied forces.

and dev ious train of ex pert thought on the 
matter, this is the gist of the CKI) thought 
behind its plan:

The stomach and the pancreas 
are pretty hard-: mlod old parties. 

It 
may take them a little more time 
to digest some things than others, 
as shown by the stu dies of Boggesa 
and Iv y , so y ou r high grade scien­ 
tist, who is alway s analy zing, 
wou ld like to modify the phra- 
"hard to digest" to “su ch and su ch 
foods take longer to digest than 
others." 
On the ancient deba*e as t 
whether fried foods are less di­ 
gestible than foods cooked in ©tin r 
way s. Dr. Frank Howard Richard­ 
son, of Brookly n, writes: 


Discu ssion of fried foods 
“ Most doctors, if a ked whether 
fried foods are harmfu l for chil­ 
dren and shou ld therefore be for­ 
bidden, wou ld u nhesitatingly reply 
“y es.” Fu rther, they wou ld feel 
confident that they were on sou nd 
scientific grou nd in making this 
assertion. Yet doctors hav e fried 
foods at their own family tables. 
Ev en thou gh they may specify 
broiling for patients’ diets, they 
know that in most homes it is the 
fry ing pan and not the broiling 
flame that will be employ ed for 
cooking them. 
“It has been my cu stom to for­ 
bid fried foods to children, ev er 
since I began practice. Bu t I be­ 
liev e that any conv iction is open 
to qu estion and shou ld be discard­ 
ed if disprov ed. Especially with 
ou r wartime shortages it is desir­ 
able to be su re of the sou nd! * ss of 
ou r dietary beliefs. 
“There seems to he one pu b­ 
lished piece of experimental re- 
search on the su bject of fried foods 
and their effects u pon digestion 


tBu ggess and Iv y I). The follow­ 
ing are excerpts from their work. 
“ ‘We hav e dev ised experiments 
to prov e whether fried foods are 
more cr less easily digested than 
ether foods...............Potatoes were 
chosen becau se of their u niv ersal 
u se, low fat content, simple com- 
p . .tu n, 
and 
ease of 
u niform 
prt ^aration.’ 
“They su mmarize their labor­ 
atory experiment* thu s: 
" ‘The starch of the pan-fried is 
more easily dig sted than that of 
the French fried, more easily than 
tha t of the broiled potato.’ ” 
So, according to experimental 
research, ev en f r children there 
13 nothing harmfu l in properly 
fried foods. 


Proper Method of Fry ing 


Properly , howev er, is an im- 
p rtant word. I wish that nu tri- 
t icnists wou ld be trained in the ex­ 
tremely scil i I die cou rses on food 
to which they are su bjected, to 
k u rn as mu ch abou t cooking and 
prepare g food a? they do abou t 
calorics and v itamins. And with 
the v ery large su pply of new 
y ou ng brides among u s emphasis 
on the niceties of the cu linary art 
are not ill timed. I hav e taken 
j inns to interv iew a nu mber of 
these brides or bndes-to-be and 
the resu lt of my researches is that 
I tremble for the digestiv e health 
of the retu rning members of the 
armed fore* 
The least we shou ld 
expect as patriot:-.' Americans is 
that while they are waiting for 
the boy s to come home they learn 
the fu ndamentals of good cooking. 
On this su bject of fry ing y ou 
may think there is only one way 
to fry something. At the risk of 
being obv iou s I wish to inform y ou 
that there ss a wrong way and a 
right way . Miss Su sie Nilson, the 
most eminent American expert on 
fry ing, tells me: 
“ The right way is to heat the 
bk let first, then pu t in the fat. 
When it is v ery hot pu t in the 
article to be fried. I,ct the ou t­ 
side be seared to hold the ju ices, 
and then take the skillet off the 
fire, let it cool a bit, then pu t it 
back on the stov e and let it sim- 
mt r. 
“The wrong way is to pu t fat in 
a cold skillet with the food and 
let it ail come to a bu bble to­ 
gether.”
